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THE OLD TIMERS. 


The organization of an association of 
old timers is a proper and seemely 
thing at this time, in this more 
than in any other place in the North- 
west, for Edmonton was the first place 
in the Territories in which agricult. 
ure and civilization secured ‘a foot hold 
and is the oldest and most important field 
of commercial and missionary enter- 
prise as well. While it is the oldest 
place in the Territories it is also the 
newest, an to day it is attracting more 
of the attention of the outside world 
than all the rest of the Territories to- 
gether. Edmonton is the scene of the 
very latest rush to a new field, and 
consequently from day to day is taking 
on new aspects in accordance with the 
increase of its population and the de- 
velopement of its resources. Edmon- 
ton is to-day in process of becoming one 
of the most populous, important and 
wealthy portions of the whole Dominion, 
and at the present rate of progress it 
will not be long before that position 
will be reached. It is the way of the 
world that when a height has been 
climbed the ladder is either ignored or 
kicked away. But the world is not 
always wise in its ways. If it were it 
would be a very different world. It is 
generally conceded that a knowledge of 
the means by which success has been 
attained is one of the essentials in re- 
taining success, and thatthe qualities 
which make success are the qualities 
which best can keep it. There fs a 
tendency in Canada to ascribe the ex- 
istence, not to say progress, of settle- 
ment in the Northwest, to the exertions 
of a more or less enlightened and 
patriotic government and to providence 
as dispensed by Sir Wm. Van Horne. 
If this idea is correct it should be main- 
tained ; but if it is not correct its being 
held is likely or even certain to lead to 
wrong and injurious conclusions. Ed- 
monton town or district is not the crea- 
tion of the government or of the C. P. 
R., neither is it here by the breath of 
accident, and nothing could prove this 
more clearly than a muster of the old 
timers of the place. Some of those 
who now hold a leading position among- 
st the financial heavy weights of the 
town had identified themselves with Ed- 
monton and achieved moderate business 
success before the Canadian government 
acquired control of the country, and it 
is not too much to say that a majority 
of those who now hold the leading 
positions in the commerce and agricul- 
ture of the town and district were here 
before the C. P. R. was built to Cal- 
gary, or there was any prospect of a 
railway to Edmonton. The point of 
this argument is that the success of the 
country came by reason of the goodness 
of the country and the energy and pre- 
severence of the people in the country, 
not by reason of fake advertising or 
government or railway booming; and 
the further point is that as the country 
was not made by government or rail. 
way booming, it cannot be unmade by 
the lack of them should such lack occur 
now or hereafter, so long as the country 
remains good and the people do their 
part. Of course this town and district 
would not be what they are to-day 
were it not forthe railway and for 
the assistance given by the government 
to the railway. But on the other hand 
there would not have been any railway 
yet or probably for many years had not 
the energy and chiefly the persistence 
of the pioneers demonstrated beyond 
doubt or question the great richness 
and the vast and varied resources of the 
district. One railroad or forty rail. 
roads cannot make a good country or an 
energetic people. Buta good country 
in the hands of the right kind of people 
will bring railroads, government recog- 
nition, and all other accessories of 
civilization. An association whose ex-

GENERAL NEWS. 


The Prince Albert Times speaks of 
copious showers and assured good crops in 
that district. 

Prince Albert is to have a newspaper 
called the Advocate, managed by C. R. 
Stovel ; the Innisfail Independent is another 
venture, projected by John E. Bronser ; the 
Macleod Gazette is changed to the Sentinel, 
with D. H. Murphy as new manager. The 
Moosomin Spectator company will publish a 
paper at Grenfell. 


Commercial: A local system of grading 
butter was established a couple of years ago 
at Birtle, in this province. An inspector 
was appointed, who graded all butter before 
it was purchased by the local merchants. 
Three grades were established, and prices 
fixed according to grade. No. 2 was valued 
at two cents under No. 1, and No. 3 at three 
cents per pound under No. 2. This made a 
direct incentive to make good butter, under 
which the quality produced in the distrit 
decidedly improved. Those who could not 
or would not take the pains to produce good 
butter, stopped making it altogether, much 
to the relief of the local merchants, who 
were obliged to handle the poor stuff, usual- 
ly ata loss. This spring the plan of butter 
inspection has been allowed to lapse, and as 
a result the quality of the butter has already 
begun to deteriorate. This indicates what 
has often been stated in the Commercial, 
that the custom of buying butter at 
one price regardless of quality, is very detri- 
mental to the country, as well as unsatis- 
factory to the merchants. It encourages 
the production of an average poor quality 
of butter, and reduces the profit which the 
producers as well as the merchants should 
receive from making and handling the com- 
modity. At the sume time, merchants find 
it almost impossible to make any distinction 
in buying butter, without a system of in- 
spection which will relieve them of the 
responsibility of classifying the commodity 
acccording to grade, ‘es they would certainly 
lose the custom of any one whose butter 
would be given a second or third classifica- 
tion. Nevertheless an effort should be 
made, wherever it can be cacried out, to 
establish a system of classifying butter, and 
paying a price for it in basing with its 
quality.

THE LATE ARCHBISHOP TACHE. 


The BULLETIN is indebted to the kindness 
of Rev. L. Fouquet, of St. Joachim’s mis- 
sion, for the following sketclr of the life and 
labors of the late Archbishop Tache : 

The Most Rev. Alexander Tache, the late 
Archbishop of St. Boniface, was born at 
Riviere-du-loup, Quebec, on the 23rd July, 
1823. Father Guignes, afterwards Bishop 
of Ottawa, sent him in a bark canoe on the 
o4th June, 1845, to St. Boniface, where 
Bishop Provencher ordained him priest on 
the 12th October of the same year. The 
following day Father Tache, still a novice, 
nade his solemn profession as a missionary 
Oblate. Atonce he began his missionary 
travels and labors. In 1846 he was far 
north of the Saskatchewan establishing an 
important mission at Isle-a-la-Crosse. In 
1847, leaving his mission under the care of 
Rev. Father Lafleche, now Bishop of Three 
Rivers, he travelled far in every direction— 
to Cariboo lake, to Athabasca lake, etec., 
yoti! 1850. In that year, being chosen co- 
adiutor of Bishop Provencher, he went to 
Europe, where he was consecrated bishop. 
In 1852 he was back at Isle-a-la-Crosse. 
He travelled part of the way with Father 
Lacombe, whom he sent inte what is now 
the districts of Edmonton, Lesser Slave 
lake and (he Peace river to replace the ven- 
erable Father Thibault. In 1853 he sent 
Father Remas, now of St. Albert, to 
establish a mission at Lake Labiche, which 
had been visited only occasionally since 
i844. In 1854 he came to Fort Pitt, Edmon- 
ton, Lake St. Ann and Lake Labiche, visit- 
ing and organizing ali the missions. He 
went in the same year to St. Boniface to 
take possession of that see left vacant by 
the death of Bishop Provencher. In 1855 
he was again back at Isle-a-la-Crosse with 
Father—now Bishop—Grandin, whom he 
sent to lake Athabasca, while he sent 
Father—afterwards Bishop—Faraud toGreat 
Slave lake. In the meantime Father 
Lacombe by his direction was organising 
permanent missions at Lesser Slave lake and 
on Peace river, Which had only been visited 


occasionally. In 1856 he again visited lake 
Labiche, lake Athabasca, etc., and returned 
by Isle-a-la-Crosse to St. Boniface. After 
stopping three weeks in St. Boniface he 


started for Canada and Europe to negotiate 
several important affairs, amongst which 
was the nomination of Bishop Grandin as 
his coadjutor. In November of the same 
vear he had returned from Europe to St. 
Joniface, whereShe remained organising new 
missions and parishes in various directions 
until 1861. In that year he started to visit 
all the principal missions of the Northwest, 
Isle-a-la-Crosse, Edmonton, Lake St. Aun, 
etc. Amongst the new missions he organ- 
ised on this visit was St. Albert, which he 
intrusted to Father Lacombe. He returned 
to St. Bonitace to find his cathedral and 
most of his establishments a heap of ruins 
by fire. Thence he started for Quebec and 
Europe and was back in St. Boniface in 
May, 1862, after having got Father Faraud 
appointed bishop for the Athabasca-Mac- 
kenzie country. In 1864 Bishop Tache 
staried again to visit the missions of the 
Northwest, Isle-a-la-Crosse Lake Labiche, 
kt. Albert, Edmonton, Lake St. Ann, etc., 
to return only in 1865 to St. Boniface. 
Having provided two bishops for the North- 
west and Athabasca-Mackenzie territories. 
the first field of his labors, he turned his 
special attention to St. Boniface, taking 
always nevertheless a deep interest in the 
religious affairs of the territories, to which 
he paid his last visit in 1892.

Calgary Herald: Among the industries 
springing up in Alberta none offers ter 
prespects of success than does the Innisfail 
creamery. The separator plan has been 
adopted, with the cream gathering stations 
at Penhold, Tiadastoll, Little Red Deer, 
Bowden and Knee Hill, thus covering the 
whole country round for a radiusof twelve to 
fifteen miles. It is expected that before 
the season is over the company will be ex- 
porting two carloads of butter a week. 

Commercial; The damage from floods 
has been more severe in the Pacific coast 
states thanin British Columbia. The Co- 
lumbia river valley in Washington and Ore- 
gon states has suffered particularly, very 
severely. The fertile bottom lands along 
the Columbia River from the Rocky moun- 
tains to the sea, a distance of 600 miles, 
were all inundated. Crops were ruined, 
houses washed away and stock drowned. 
The salmon-canning business has been al- 
most annilhilated. The government locks 
at the Cascades were in danger. Many 
buildings were lifted from their foundations. 
Of the ten large steel bridges which spanned 
the Spokane river in Spokane alli but two 
were gone or closed as unsafe. Reports 
from the Coeur d'Alene country show that 
there was still from ten to twenty feet of 
snow in the mountains, and that the St. 
Joe and St. Mary’s rivers and Ceeur d’Alene 
lake were rising. Farmers along the river 
are “paces having lost houses, barns and 
stock. 


Kamloops Sentinel, June 15: Meagre as 
has been the information so far received of 
the damage done in the Lower Fraser valley, 
there is little doubt that the loss of 
property has been appalling, and it is for- 


tunate that the loss of life has been so small. 


The number of the farmers in the valley 
between Agassiz and New Westminster who 
have escaped loss is very small, while man 
have lost practically all they possessed. 
Their dykes have been broken down, build- 
ings have been wrecked. personal effects 
damaged, if not destroyed, and stock 
drowned. The little that is left is so insig- 
nificant as scarcely to be taken into account. 
In a week has been swept away the labors 
of years and only the land remains. Sub- 
scription lists to aid the sufferers have 
been started in New Westminster, Victoria 
and Vancouver. Sir W.C. Van Horne is 
said to have subscribed $1,000, and others 
unasked have contributed liberally. From 
a telegram received by Mayor Lee on Sat- 
urday last it is the evident intention of the 
New Westminster committee to lay the true 
state of affairs before the people of Kam- 
loops at a public meeting it is proposed to 
hold next week. Kamloops and vicinity, 
except in a very few cases, has suffered only 
inconvenience through the floods which have 
devastated the lower country. A few in- 
dividuals have lost, some of them heavily, 
but the general community has not suffered, 
in fact, it is doubtful whether the business 
of the city has not been increased through 
becoming the onfy available point {from 
which supplies could be procured for the 
extra gangs of workmen and the delayed 
passengers.

OLD TIMERS. 


The meeting of Old Timers of Edmonton 
called for Friday evening last in Robertson 
hall was well attended both as respects num- 
bers and representative character, the as- 
semblage including a large proportion of the 
leading men of the town and district. Don- 
ald Ross was elected chairman of the meet- 
ing and A McNicol secretary. The chair- 
man madeafew remaks setting forth the 
objects of the proposed association, which 
were the preservation of the early records of 
the district, and the promotion of good feel- 
ing and sociability amongst those who had 
borne such an important part in the develop- 
ment of this region. After some discus- 
sion and a vote being taken, it was decided 
on motion of Geo. P. Sanderson and P. O’- 
Rielly that all who came to Edmonton be- 
fore 1883 be eligble for membership in the 
association. The idea appeared to be to 
draw the line between those who came by 
trail from Winnipeg and by train to Calgary. 
The only point of difference was as to those 
who came from Swift Current by trail, as all 
did who came in during the first half of 
1883, or until the completion of the railway 
to Calgary in the summer of that year. On 
motion of Jas. McDonald sealed by A. 
Coghian this provision was extended to 
include any person who came to any part 
of Alberta before 1883, and who is at pre- 
sent a resident of the Edmonton district. 
James Gibbons was elected president of the 
association, Donald Ross Ist vice president, 
Jas Reid, Fort Saskatchewan, 2nd vice pre- 
sident ; and W. Cust, 3rd vice president. 
The following were elected a working com- 
mittee: Geo. Gagnon, P. O’Rielly, Donald 
McLeod, Murdoch McLeod, R. Hardisty, 
F. Oliver, Dr. Wilson, John Norris, senior. 
A. McNicol was elected seretary treasurer 
of the association. 

The general meeting then resolved itself 
into a meeting of the association, the pre- 
sident Jas. Gibbons in the chair. The name 
of the association was fixed as the ‘‘ Edmon- 
ton old timers association” and the mem- 
bership fee was placed at 50c.On motion of 
D. Ross seconded by F. Oliver the ob- 
ject of the association'wasdeclared to be ‘‘The 
preservation of the early history of the set- 
tlement and the social and friendly relations 
of the pioneers of the district.” It wasde- 
cided that the annual meeting of the society 
be held on the second Friday in September 
of each year, and ‘that the proceedings 
close with a dinner. The working commit- 
tee was instructed to frame by-laws for the 
association With the assistance of the secre- 
tary.

SHOOTING ACCIDENT. 


On Tharsday afternoon last a boy named
